RULES 


* 


1. — The  Hospital  shall  be  called  the  “Melkshani  Cottage  Hospital,”  and 
all  property  at  any  time  belonging  to  it  shall  be  vested  in  six  Trustees  chosen 
by  the  Subscribers. 


2.  — Committee  consisting  of  the  Trustees,  President,  Chairman  and  Vice- 
Chairman,  Medical  Officers,  Treasurer  and  Secretaries,  with  not  less  than  12 
others,  chosen  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  also  one 
Representative  for  first  hundred  subscribers  under  the  Workmen’s  Contributory 
Scheme,  two  for  500,  three  for  750,  and  four  for  1,000  or  over.  Four  to  be 
the  maximum  representation  for  any  single  firm.  Seven  to  form  a  quorum. 

3.  — The  Hospital  is  open  to  all  medical  men  in  the  district  who  choose  to 
make  use  of  it.  No  incurable,  chronic  or  infectious  cases  will  be  admitted. 


4.— All  patients  (except  those  coming  under  the  Workmen’s  Scheme)  will 
be  required  to  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  10 /-  weekly,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Medical  Officers  and  the  Hon.  Sec. — towards  the  expense  of  their  mainten¬ 
ance  ;  whilst  for  those  received  under  the  Workmen’s  Scheme  no  maintenance 
charge  is  made.  These  charges  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer 
and  Sec.,  be  altered  or  remitted  in  case  of  special  need. 


5.  — An  Annual  Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  forwarded  to  each  Subscriber 
of  5/-  and  upwards. 

6.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  bye-laws  for  the  better  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  details  connected  with  the  management  of  the  Hospital,  but  no 
alteration  of  the  rules  shall  be  made  except  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
Subscribers,  or  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  and  14  days’  notice  of 
any  proposed  alteration  must  be  given. 

7.  — -The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter,  but  a  Special  Meeting 
of  the  Committee  may  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  on  the  requisition  of  any 
seven  members,  and  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  on  the  requisition  of 
twelve  Subscribers. 


8. — The  Officers,  viz  :  President,  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman,  Treasurer, 
Secretaries  and  Auditors  shall  be  chosen  every  year  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

9.  —  Any  member  of  the  Committee  who  fails  to  attend  at  least  one  meeting 
per  annum  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  list  of  members. 

10.  — The  financial  year  to  end  on  the  31st  Dec.,  and  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  Subscribers  to  be  held  as  soon  after  as  possible. 


REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1928 


We  usually  close  our  Reports,  with  reference  to  staff  and  helpers 
generally,  but  this  year  it  will  be  a  change  to  reverse  the  order. 

Thanks.  We  do  appreciate  most  truly,  the  splendid  services  rendered 
to  our  Hospital,  by  our  Medical  Staff,  our  Matron  and  Nurses  together  with 
the  Domestic  Workers,  all  have  striven  magnificently  for  the  welfare  of  the 
patients,  and  in  the  interests  of  our  Hospital,  and  we'  accord  our  sincere 
thanks.  To-day  we  have  quite  a  little  army  of  assistants,  our  Collectors 
number  120  in  the  ten  districts  we  are  now  working,  and  to  them  we  are 
indeed  grateful  also  to  those  who  from  time  to  time,  send  us  their  welcome 
subscriptions  and  donations,  still  greatly  needed. 

1928.  The  year  has  been  an  eventful  one,  our  first  reference  must  be 
to  the  Carnival  effort — to  the  joint  Secretaries,  the  various  Committees,  and 
to  all  concerned  we  give  our  truest  thanks — it  was  a  work  of  love,  and  this 
fact  accounted  for  the  hearty  and  amicable  way  in  which  the  effort  was  put 
through,  resulting  in  the  fine  total  of  £61 1  being  added  to  our  treasury. 

Special  Expenses.  But  whilst  we  rejoice  in  a  substantial  addition 
to  our  exchequer,  we  have  to  meet  extraordinary  expenses — the  flooring  in  the 
men’s  ward  had  to  be  renovated,  also  the  iron  roofing  replaced  by  asbestos 
sheeting, — in  the  Theatre  too,  the  Doctors  required  sundry  alterations,  in 
lighting,  sterilizing  and  heating,  the  whole  costing  over  £120,  we  are  regarding 
this  outlay  as  Capital  Expenditure,  and  not  taking  account  of  same  in  calcula¬ 
ting  our  expenses  per  patient. 

H.S.A.  In  the  autumn  of  this  year,  we  started  definite  work  in 
connection  with  the  Hospital  Saving  Association,  with  pleasure  we  report  the 
establshment  of  this  beneficial  organisation  in  our  midst,  and  feel  that  it  is  of 
such  importance  as  to  demand  more  than  a  passing  reference.  We  have  five 
Groups  working  at  present :  Group  A  M / 1 ,  Melksham  and  seven  villages,  divided 
into  ten  sections,  as  follows  :  Melksham  Central,  55  members,  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Lee,  Melksham  ;  Western  Area,  60  members,  Secretary,  Mrs.  Alan  Smith, 
Melksham  ;  Forest  Area,  56  members,  Secretary,  Mrs.  H.  N  Knee  ;  Atworth, 
56  members,  Secretary,  Mrs.  Inkpen  ;  Broughton,  43  members,  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Thomas ;  Holt,  73  members,  Secretary,  Lt.-Col.  G.  B.  Scott  ;  Lacock,  92 
members,  Secretary,  Mr.  E.  F.  Coleman  ;  Seend,  70  members,  Secretary,  Mr. 
Dowty  :  Shaw  and  Whitley,  73  members,  Secretary,  Mr.  Denley  ;  Semington, 
21  members,  Secretary,  Miss  Bruges.  Group  AM/2,  Messrs.  Hurn,  Ltd.,  62 
members,  Secretary,  Mr.  Abrams.  Group  AM/3,  Messrs.  The  Avon  India 
Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.,  606  members,  Secretary,  Miss  Thomas.  Group  AM/4, 
Messrs.  Sawtell,  Ltd.,  66  members,  Secretary,  Miss  Browne.  Group  AM/5, 
Messrs.  Spencer,  Ltd.,  i 90  members,  Secretary,  Mr.  Cochran  ;  also  about  80 
members  worked  by  Sister  Bevan  from  the  Hospital  as  a  sub-section  of  AM/l, 
with  members  of  the  following  firms  :  Messrs.  Pound,  Taylor  &  Collen,  Ltd., 
Gas  Co.,  Bigwood  &  Higgins,  Maggs,  the  whole  giving  a  total  of  over  1600 
members,  and  we  expect  soon  to  reach  the  2,000  mark. 


The  Future.  In  the  immediate  future  the  Committee  will  be 
compelled  by  force  of  circumstances,  to  face  the  question  of  the  enlargement 
of  our  Women’s  Ward,  we  still  have  the  same  number  of  beds,  as  when  the 
Hospital  was  built  in  1895,  viz  ,  5  ;  notwithstanding  that  our  work  has  more 
than  quadrupled,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  we  have  9  Women 
Patients  in  Hospital,  and  are  obliged  to  fill  our  Private  Wards  and  overflow 
into  the  Children’s  Ward,  and  an  earnest  representation  will  be  made  by  our 
Doctors,  to  our  Committee,  to  give  the  same  their  attention. 

Finances.  Our  income  this  year  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the 
Carnival,  but  owing  to  the  debit  balance  of  1927,  and  the  extra  expenses 
already  referred  to,  we  close  our  accounts  with  the  amount  of  £4  1 7s.  Sd. 
owing  to  our  Treasurer. 

The  Work.  During  the  year  we  have  received  335  patients,  a  total 
patients’  days  of  6,280  :  out-patients,  530  ;  out-patients’  visits,  2,641,  and  our 
costs  work  out  at  44/3  per  week  per  patient,  reflecting  great  credit  on  our 
Matron,  whose  managing  capacity  is  of  such  a  high  order,  in  addition- to  her 
many  qualifications  as  Sister. 

The  Prospect.  After  a  year’s  working,  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to 
give  a  definite  pronouncement,  with  regard  to  the  benefit  derived  or  otherwise 
of  our  new  venture,  but  it  behoves  us  all  by  effort,  influence  and  our  gifts  to 
help  forward  the  good  work  done  by  our  Hospital. 

EDWIN  J.  LEE,  Hon.  Gen.  Sec. 


1.  — -The  patients  are  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  Matron  acting  under  the 
instructions  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

2.  — Patients  are  not  to  leave  the  Hospital  without  an  order  from  the  Medical 
Officer  under  whose  care  they  are. 

3.  — Hours  of  admission  for  visitors  or  friends  of  patients  from  Two  to  Four 
o’clock  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  ;  and  at  other  times,  only  by  special 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

4.  — The  Medical  Officers  have  power  to  exclude  visitors  entirely,  if 
circumstances  make  it  necessary. 

5.  — No  food  or  liquor  is  to  be  brought  into  the  Hospital  except  such  that  is 
ordered  by  the  Medical  Officer.  This  Bye-law  includes  all  articles  of  diet. 

6.  — Cases  of  emergency  shall  be  taken  in  charge  by  the  first  Medical  Officer 
who  arrives  on  the  spot,  and  remain  in  his  charge  until  personally  handed  over 
by  him  to  the  Medical  Officer  to  whom  the  case  may  properly  belong. 

7.  Patients  who  offend  against  any  of  the  rules  of  the  house,  or  behave 
themselves  irregularly  or  indecently  shall  be  expelled  and  shall  not  be 
re-admitted  without  an  express  order  from  the  Committee.
